fullfillme::t of ah political and social 
ambitions. 
Politically 
It has been a curious 


year for Mr. CoolJ.lse. but ono which 
could not help but bring him su- 
preme satisfaction. Here was a man 
suddenly called to the presidency at 
a time when the leaders of his party 
had. just about dijiermmed that he 
had mado so littie impress upon the 
people 
nationally that} a. stronger 


arid more appealing flguro would 
have to tc put 01. th« ticket for vice 
president In 1924. 
A few months elapsed and Coolldge 


•was master of Itis party. 
He was 


giving oiaero to the saiwe men who 
had agreed wisely in 'council 
that 


Coolldge must go. 
And these men 


were gla£ to take'the orders. There 
had come a volcanic 
eruption 
at 


Washington. It was sweeping away 
official ;eputatlone and delving deep 
Into the doings rf the Republican* 
administration. 
The party 
leaders 


knew Instinctively that no investi- 
gation could 
po*slbly 
Involve Mr. 


Coolidgc. 


COMPARATIVELY UNKNOWN 
Although he had been in public of- 


fice for nearly 20 years; the people at 
large knew curiously little of Mr. Coo- 
lld'ge. Ho had been inconspicuous as 
vice president.* His comings and go- 
Ings at'the White House and the- capi- 
tol suggested never an element of 
news. 
There 
was recollection of a 


firm hand In the Boston police strike, 
but even there it had been said that 
the Democratic mayor of Boston de- 
served a very large share of the cred- 
it for maintaining law and order. 


Mr. Coolldge went quietly about his 


task as'president. The people had to 
wait from Aug. 2 to the opening of 
congress in December to get the first 
general expression of the views of the 
eilent man from Massachusetts. The 
president's message, short, sharp, and 
crisp, made a generally fvaorable im- 
pression, .especially 
upon the mem- 


bers of his own party. Mr. Coolldge 
had found most of the Harding cabin 
et to his liking. He particularly be 
gan to lean upon Messrs. Mellon anc 
Hughes and Hoover and Weeks and 
does so to this day. 


COOLIDGE IS FIRM 


In the midst of the investigations 


Tfhen the senate passed a resolution 
demanding the resignation of Secre- 
tary of the Navy Denby. Mr. Coolidge 
sent the resolution back with a sharp 
reminder that he alone was responsi- 
ble for his cabinet and It was a mat- 
ter with which congress had no con- 
cern. Later 'when Mr. Denby volun- 
tarily resigned, however, Mr. Coolidge 
made no effort to restrain him. Also 
•vrhen Attorney General Daugherty be 
came further embroiled with congress 
Mr. Coolidgo did not hesitate to ask 
for his resignation. 
Mr. Daugherty 


and his friends believed he had been 
wronged, but the president would en 
ter Into no argument with them 
There was a touch of Rooseveltlan 
ruthlessnese in this action which re 
\-ealed a new aide to the president. 


Mr. Coolidge has demonstrated In 


his year at the White House that he 
does not know how to play. Ho works 
long hours. 
His only recreation is 


walking and 
an occasional sail on 


the Mayflower. 
The confinement of 


the White House has begun to tell on 
him. He is far less vigorous In ap- 
pearance than he was a few months 
ago.

DEFENSE DAY AND THE PACIFISTS 


President Coolidge did well to take 


cognizance of the opposition TO the war 
department's "defense day" observance, 
scheduled for September 12. In a letter 
to Frederick J. Libby, secretary of the 
National council for Prevention of ^~ar. 
the president answers the criticisms of 
the government program. 
For a true, 


nndistorted -understanding of -what this 
country really is and what is required 
to preserve its inestimable blessings, ev- 
ery citizen should read what the presi- 
dent says. 


The propaganda against national de- 


fense day is characteristic of the dis- 
honesty or ignorance that underlies all of 
the movements against adequate security. 
National defense day is held by the pa- 
cifists to be a."mobilization day" in dis- 
guise. It is described as a militaristic 
gesture, inspired by interests which seek 
war and would stand to profit by it. 


President Coolidge's reply to this 


misrepresentation points to the fact that 
the "United States maintains the smallest 
standing army of any great nation of 
the world. Russia has ten times as large a 
standing army and France the same. It is 
a matter of history that this country has 
always relied, as the president says, for 
its defense "upon the readiness of its 
patriotic manhood to take up arms when 
necessity presented." As soon a? the 
'World war was over we were the first to 
demobilize. Indeed, we reduced our ar- 
my to a lower basis than had previously 
existed. 


In addition we initiated the "Washing- 


ton conference on limitation of armament. 
'At this important gathering, we endeav- 
ored, to effect an agreement for reduction 
of armies, but were unsuccessful. A no- 
table agreement was reached, however, 
for naval reduction. The whole record of 
the United States is on the side of peace. 
Its wars have been defense wars. Had 
the sentiment of the country, either offi- 
cial or popular, but, militaristic, we would 
have intervened in Mexico at the behest 
of the oil and mining interests, and 
placed that country under pur dominion 
directly or indirectly. 


The truth is that most of the talk which 


ascribes a policy of militarism to the 
maintenance of anything like an adequate 
army and navy, springs from that source 
which was hostile to American participa- 
tion in the "\Vorld war. Because the 
United States then took its place on the 
side of civilization and justice, as well as 
on the side of national security, pacifists 
who sympathized with the central powers 
attempted to cover their real spirit with 
charges of militarism and surrender by 
the government to war profiteers. 


"While the United States is leading the 


world in an effort to outlaw war and to 
ro-luce military establishments, it obvi- 
o".-;y would be folly for it to do away 
v •!: a fckeleior. army of 'lef'T.se. 
"With- 


out such an organization we would be 
ho!r»les>» in rase of attack. Defense day. 
a* t:;o president points out. is intended to 
brii.tr to the people "a reminder of their 
relations to. and dependence upon this 
skeleton 
defense 
establishment." 
In 


conclusion he says: 


Profoundly hoping that the outlawing of 


•war from this world may be accomplished, I 
nm yet Xinable to di-tect any inconsistency !n 
giving my appro*al to the program of defense 
<5ay. 
I wish crime might I* abolished, but I 


xvouM not therefore abolish courts and police 
protection. I wl&h war might be made impossi- 
ble, but I would not leave my country unpro- 
tected meanwhile.

THE FARM SITUATION 


The farmers of the midwest in the grain 


raising belt are suddenly faced with pros- 
perity. The price of wheat has reached a 
plane where it means a great increase in 
the amount received for this important 
product. While the crop this year is not 
quite up to that of last year, the indica- 
tions are that the reduction will not be 
more than 40,000,000 bushel out of a 
total yield of nearly SOO.000.000 bush- 
el. Based on present estimates the in- 
crease in the value of farm staples, viz, 
wheat, corn, oats, barley, rye and cotton, 
will be more than $ 1.250.000.000 for 
this vear's crop. In Kansas alone, which 
is the leading wheat state, the increased 
price and production will bring the grow- 
ers S6S.OOO.OOO more than last year. 
Iowa, the leading corn state, will receive 
$275.000.000, OP S25.000.000 more 
than last year, if the present corn prices 
are maintained. 


The excellent prospects before our 


grain producing states are not due to po- , 
litical causes of any sort or description. 
Nothing undertaken by the govern- 
ment for the ostensible aid of the farm- 
ers has been, of influence in increasing 
wheat and corn prices. Nothing tihe poli- 
ticians promise is a factor. 
The favor- 


able change which has taken place in the 
last sixty days is due entirely to eeono- 


Nmic causes, to the law of supply and de- 
mand. The marked advance in wheat is 
due to the indication of a shortage in the 
Canadian crop, and the failure of the 
Russian crop. 
A few months ago it 


looked as though there would be a large 
carryover at the end of the crop year. 
The latest world estimates of exportable 
surplus show a shortage of at least 25.- 
000,000 bushel. The world demand has 
turned to the United States as the source 
of supply to meet the deficiencies in other 
countries. 
The result is a strong mar- 


ket and increased prices. 


The day is coming when farmers will 


concede the fact that government or poli- 
ties can have no legitimate relation to in- 
dustry, that anything it might attempt 
to do arbitrarily for their benefit would 
be artificial and of no permanent value. 
Tf all of the corn raisers of the country 
should produce wheat, the wheat raisers 
would go bankrupt. It would be true of 
any one crop persistently raised in quan- 
tities that oversupplied the market. Con- 
trol of both production and markets is the 
one thing that can stabilize and perma- 
nently prosper agriculture. It can be done 
through cooperative organization and that 
is what will ultimately come. 
"When it 


does tariffs and hothouse favors conceived 
by politicians will speedily fall into dis- 
repute.

hiel tubes or m the abdomen back of the intestines, 
nd that explains why a large proportion of adults 
ave a positive reaction when subjected to a tuber- 
ulin test. The tuberculosis which so many of us

Liberal premiums will be of- 
fered for tho best pig. tho heaviest 
p*g and tho best 
kept record book. 


Ten dollars is the prize to go to the 
best pig shown. There are seven oth- 
er prizes offered in tho class. Five 
dollars is tbe first prize; in the other 
two classes with four other prizes for 
the best records and the heaviest pig. 


All tho pigs entered in the clubs at 


the fair will be shown In a place by 
themselves. They will all bo judged 
separately. The fair management is 
anxious that all members enter their 
pigs as special efforts are being made- 
to make the exhibits attractive and 
pleasing. 


There are 20 boys and girls in the 


vicinity of Seymour entered in clubs. 
In the town of Oneida there are 17 
in one school, 
the Silver 
Summit 


school. Miss Catherine Bougie Is the 
teacher. 


The members In a club own a pig 


and take care of him through tho sea- 
son until the animal Is sold In the 
fall. 
Most of the 
members bought 


their pigs at home. In some cases 
they pay cash for tho pig, and others 
pay by work at other jobs about the 
farm. 


The picture to the left above shows 


Nick and Joseph Baumgartner, town 
of Oneida. with their pigs, a Duroc- 
Jersey and two Chester Whites. The 
hog house In the back and the fence 
around tho pasture were all built by 
these boys. 
Although these youths 


do their share of other farm work, the 
pigs are never neglected and have 
never missed a feeding since 
they 


came to their new home. The pigs 
were born about May 1 and weigh be- 
tween 50 and 60 pounds. 


The other picture Is that of Merl 


Kleist. town of Osborn. He bought a 
purebred Poland 
China pig from 


Charles Blaoshan of Seymour. 
The 


pig was born April 5 and weighs about 
70 pounds now. The pig is kept in a 
movable pen: when the grass gets 


short in one placo tho pen Is moved 
to a new pasture. This is a practice 
that many of the boys are following. 
That the pig likes his master is evi- 
dent from the picture. The little pig 
is fond of a nap after each meal and 
being a particular pig he wants a soft 
place to sleep. There is nothing he 
likes better than to crawl into bis 
master's lap and grunt 
himself to 


sleep while he is getting 
his back 


scratched. No. this is not a dirty pig. 
Ho gets a bath several times a week 
with soap and water. 


There are about 130 boys and girls 


who are carrying on the work in the 
pig clubs. \Vhile all the pigs are not 
as affectionate as Kleisfs, they are 
good animals and in most cases de 
veloping a lot faster and making more 
economical gams than the pigs in the 
farm lot "Even though the pig mar 
ket is bad these boys have good hopes 
for fall and since they bought their 
pigs on the low market, they expect 
to show some profit.

Xoxlous weeds are spreading: at an 


alarming rate and it is time that peo- 
ple Interested in farming realize the 
situation. 


"On many farms in this state fully 


25 per cent of tho crop-proe'ucing ca- 
pacity has been destroyed by weeds." 
says A. L.. Stone, weed specialist of 
tho Wisconsin college of agriculture. 


What a loss of 25 per cent of the 


crop-producing capacity means to th 
owner of a 160-acre farm Is pointed 
out by Stone with the use^of a tow 


res. 
"Twenty-five per cent of 160 


acres is 40 acres." he states. "At 30 
bushels an acre this area should pro- 
duce 1.200 bushels of barley. 
With 


barley at 60 cents a bushel the crop 
would be worth S720. and with land 
worth $100 an acre the farm would 
have a value of 51G.OOO. 
A loss of 


5720 on an investment of $16.000 is a 
loss of four and three-fourths 
per- 


cent—more than the average farmer 
can afford. 


HARD TO REGAIN 


Stone' says that very sood crops 


must be grown on the remainder of 
the farm if such a loss is to be over- 
come. 
Most farmers 
cannot 
long 


make a profit under such conditions. 


The state has already 
seen 
the 


menace of noxious weeds and the leg- 
islature has named a number of weeds 
which must be kept from 
seeding. 


They are quack grass, Canada thistle, 
burdock, oxeye daisy, snapdragon or 
butter-and-eggs. cocklebur. perennial 
sow thistle, sour dock, yellow dock, 
wild mustard, wild parsnip, Russian 
thistle, wild barley, wild 
morning 


glory and wild onion. 


"Laws on our statutes books com- 


pel the cutting of these weeds before 
seed is produced." declares Stone 'but 
to prevent seeding is not sufficient. 
Steps must be taken to rid the soil of 
the roots as well as of the seed, if 
complete freedom is to be obtained. 


That farmers cannot afford to ig- 


noro this weed menace is the opinion 
of Stono as expressed in a recent 
free publication of tho state agricul- 
tural college and their control. He 
asserts that certain parts of the state 
are so infested with weeds that a de» 
termined warfare is 
necessary 
to 


eradicate them, yet in too many places 
there is a lack of concerted action to 
get rid of these enemies of crop pro- 
duction.

The successful eradication of weeds 


depends upon two important points, 
according to Stone: 
first, how the 


plant lives, and second, how it repro- 
duces and spreads.

The annual weed comes 
up from the seed, bears flowers and 
seeds, and dies: all within a year. A 
biennial grows from a seed but pro 
duces only roots and leaves the first 
year.
